KINJI’S  COLUMN. 

We’re  off!  And  a mighty  good  start 
it  is,  too!  We  reaUy  hoped  for  big  things, 
but  our  expectations  were  doubled  in  the 
operation  of  the  new  camps. 

Seventy-seven  boys,  one  hundred  eleven 
girls,  forty-four  leaders — two  hundred 
twenty-six  registered,  bona  fide  campers 
for  the  first  year!  It’s  a new  mark  in 
Sunday  School  Older  Boy  and  Girl  Train- 
ing as  well  as  a compelling,  punch-pushing 
record. 

In  the  Older  Girls’  Camp,  we  were  full 
capacity.  Not  another  girls  could  have 
been  registered.  We  had  to  double  leaders 
to  m.ake  room  for  the  guests  at  our  last 
week-end.  In  the  Boys’  Camp,  we  had 
a rrargin  of  twenty-one,  but  were  glad 
of  the  m^argin.  We  were  almost  crippled 
with  success. 

Compare  the  first  session  at  Winni- 
pesaukee  with  the  first  season  at  Con- 
ference Point — 1920,  with  1914.  Thirty- 
nine  boys,  forty-seven  girls,  twenty-one 
leaders — a total  of  a hundred  seven  against 
two  lundred  twenty-six.  A fraction  over 
a hundred  percent  in  increase.  And  what 
a gain  in  effectiveness!  The  first  pioneer 
year  at  Conference  Point  on  Lake  Geneva 
was  an  experiment,  a risk,  a feeling  of  the

way.  Nineteen  hundred  twenty  at  Win- 
nipesaukee  Point  was  a strong,  confident, 
successful  inauguration  of  the  first,  com- 
plete year  of  a four  years’  determined 
course.  Every  minute  was  according  to 
blue-print. 

And  how  they  came!  Pennsylvania, 
West  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Kentucky, 
Ohio,  New  Jersey,  New  York  with  their 
over-quotas  to  be  the  guests  of  New  Eng- 
land, Massachusetts,  Maine,  Rhode  Island 
Vermont,  New  Hampshire,  Connecticut, 
reinforced  by  Prince  Edward’s  Island. 
They  came,  made  traditions,  scored 
records,  raised  standards  and  determined 
forever  the  nature  of  the  Winnipesaukee 
enterprise.  Channels  were  cut,  play- 
grounds mapped  out,  school  rooms  es- 
tablished, social  ideals  created,  Sunday 
School  enthusiasm  and  knowledge  born, 
and  history  that  looks  forward  instead  of 
back,  was  made. 

The  growth  of  the  Camp  Conferences 
now  rests-  on  physical  capacity.  The 
present  equipment  is  fully  occupied  in 
the  Girls’  Camp,  a fraction  of  a margin 
still  exists  in  the  Boys’  Camp.  We  face 
new  equipment,  buildings,  tents,  eating 
accommodations  or  reduced  state  quotas. 
Two  seasons  from  now,  it  will  mean  four 
camps  at  each  camp  site  instead  of  two. 
In  the  meantime,  it  demands  less  campers 
from  any  one  state  or  new,  extensive 
equipment. 

Incidentally,  the  camper  of  last  year 
who  thinks  of  returning  to  the  Camp 
Conference  next  summer,  1921,  had 
better  register  before  the  places  are  pre- 
empted by  the  flood  of  new  applications. 
This  is  as  true  of  Conference  Point  as  it 
it  positively  alarming  at  Winnipesaukee. 

The  Diiector’s  capacity  to  dream  has 
increased  with  the  stimulus  of  the  past 
summer.  “We  march,  we  march  to 
victory.”
